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Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of the invention of Group II (claims 7-9) on 05/22/06 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without 
traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, and 10-12 which were drawn to the non-elected inventions have been 
cancelled by the applicant. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable because prior art fails to teach that the forward plate guide is pivotable and a hinge 
pin located along a pivot axis of the hinge and is adjustable by an eccentric mounting in order 
to set a distance between the rearward and the forward saw blade guides for matching 
different thickness of the saw blade as set forth in claim 7. 

Regarding claim 7, Pleau et al. (5,213,020), hereinafter Pleau, teaches a circular 
saw machine including a saw blade and a drive shaft to which saw blade is removably and 
interchangeably mounted. Pleau also teaches at least one rearward and at least one forward 
saw blade guide that contact two side surfaces of saw blade. Pleau also teaches that saw 
blade guides respectively have at least one contact surface to be abutted on the respective 
side surface of saw blade. Pleau also teaches that forward saw blade guide is connected to the 
drive housing so it is removable from saw blade. Pleau also teaches that the radial distance 
between contact surfaces of saw blade guides is respectively adjustable in predetermined 
defined positions for matching different diameter of saw blades. Pleau also teaches that the 
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blade guides are inherently selectable from a plurality of interchangeable plates. See Figs. 1- 
5 and col. 4, lines 5-60 and col. 7, lines 5-64 in Pleau. Pleau does not teach that the forward 
plate guide is pivotable and a hinge pin located along a pivot axis of the hinge and is 
adjustable by an eccentric mounting in order to set a distance between the rearward and the 
forward saw blade guides for matching different thickness of the saw blade as set forth in 
claim 7. 

The reference above by itself or in combination with the other prior art cited does not 
teach the claimed invention set forth in claim 7.
